NEW TROOPS UP 


YANGTZE RIVER 


U. S. No tified to Remo v e Citi­ 
zens fro m Danger Zo ne as 
J aps Intensify Driv e 
o n Hanko w. 


Shang hai, July 9 (/P) — The 
Japanese, rushing 20,000 fresh 
troops up the Yang tze river for 
an intensified drive 
sent a new note to the 
States and other foreig n powers 
today s urg ing removal of all for­ 
eig n vessels and citizens from 
the dang er zone. 
The note stressed the “desira­ 
bility of voluntary evacuation” 
along the river between Nan­ 
k ing and Wang hsik ong , halfway 
to Hank ow, and cautioned par­ 
ticularly ag ainst remaining in 
the 8 0-mile stretch above Kiu- 
k iang , 
135 miles downstream 
from the provisional capital. 
A similar note to the foreig n 
powers on June 11 was rejected. 
Foreig n authorities had not y et 
had time to answer the new com­ 
munication, but in view of their 
past stand it was considered lik e­ 
ly it also would be rejected, with 
American and British g unboats 
at Kiuk iang remaining there. 
Kiuk iang , next major objective 
in the drive, and Killing , a hith­ 
erto untouched mountain resort 
where a number of Americans 
and other foreig ners have soug ht 
’safety , were mentioned in the 
memorandum as dang er spots. 
Questioned as to how foreig n 
vessels could evacuate Kiuk iang 
with a boom block ing the river 
30 miles above the city , a Jap­ 
anese spok esman said he under­ 
stood 
there 
was 
a 
channel 
throug h the boom and mine 
fields. 
Ask ed why Kuling was includ­ 
ed, since it was 13 miles up in 
the mountains and of no mili­ 
tary importance, he said he had 
information that Chinese troops 
were there, which made it a 
military objective. 
The memorandum declared the 
Japanese “reg retted” the foreig n 
powers had rejected the previ­ 
ous sug g estion. It said there was 
an element of dang er for neu­ 
tral vessels in the river despite 
the fact th at they had their 
flag s painted on awning s, and 
urg ed that they use other dis­ 
ting uishing 
devices, 
such 
as 
painting the vessels in special 
colors and flying long streamers. 
The Chinese have laid hun­ 
dreds of mines in the Yang tze, 
the memorandum said, and many 
still drifting are a source of dan­ 
g er. 
The Chinese announced, mean­ 
while, they had made several 
successful 
counter 
- 
attack s 
ag ainst Japanese advance units 
along the Yang tze, including a 
victory a t Huanmutang where 
the Japanese were said to have 
lost several hundred men and 
ten armed launches.

WA ITED FOR IS YEA RS 


Day ton, O., July 9 {JP) — Har­ 
old Earl Kuntz, a 30-y ear-old 
meat cutter, calmly confessed to­ 
day to k illing his stepfather after 
“waiting 15 y ears,” Police Cap­ 
tain W. G. Coovert said. 
The stepfather, Georg e Elmer 
Smith, jBl, WPA work er, was shot 
three times and k illed on the 
porch of his home late last nig ht. 
“I waited 15 y ears for this, 
Coovert quoted Kuntz. “He m ur­ 
dered my mother and shot out 
my rig ht eye. I finally g ot him. 
“He used a .38 on her and 
used a .32 on him.” 
Police records showed th at 
Smith fatally shot his first wife, 
Mrs. Lily Kuntz Smith, 43, in a 
quarrel and Kuntz lost an 
ey e 
and was wounded in the arm. 
Smith pleaded g uilty Jan. 26, 
1922, /and was pardoned from 
a 
life term in 1928 . 
The stepson was held under 
open charg es pending formal 
arraig nm ent today .

PRESIDENT ASKS 


RE-ELECTION OF 


LIBERAL GROUP 


Ro o sev elt’s First Addresses 
o n Western To ur Endo rse 
Senato rs Barkley and 
Bulkley . 


Washing ton, July 9 (JP) — Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt’s first addresses 
on his western tour dispelled for 
capital politicals any doubts as 
to the vig or of the campaig n he 
intends to wag e for a clear-cut 
political division of “liberals” and 
conservatives” as he defines 
them. 
In Ohio and Kentuck y , he 
made sharply clear that he would 
lik e to have Senators Bulk ley and 
Bark ley returned to cong ress be­ 
cause of their support of admin­ 
istration measures. 
And the leng thy laudation he 
accorded Bark ley showed the ex­ 
tent to which Mr. Roosevelt was 
willing to stak e his personal 
prestig e on the success of can­ 
didates hig h in his favor. 
There seemed no doubt th at 
elsewhere across the country he 
would put in a word for admin­ 
istration stalwarts up for reelec­ 
tion, and his fig hting mood 
streng thened 
the 
probability 
that he would speak out ag ainst 
some of the senators who have 
opposed him. 
• 
The ultimate success of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s campaig n, as he has 
outlined it so far, would mean 
a “liberal” label for the Demo­ 
cratic party and a “conservative” 
one for the Republican party — 
using the Roosevelt definitions — 
in 1940. 
Already he has encountered his 
first 
difficulties — with 
those 
whom he would call “conserva­ 
tives” within his own party . They 
include 
senators 
who 
have 
block ed some of his favored mea­ 
sures and some Democratic lead­ 
ers whose first consideration is 
party solidarity . 
The chief executive thus far 
has indicated no place for them 
in his ideal “liberal” party , and

TO BE SETTLED 


Paraguay and Bo liv ia Ado pt 
Preliminary Acco rd to End 
Century -Old Terri­ 
to rial Fjght.

Buenos Aires, July 9 (JP) — 
Foreig n ministers of Parag uay 
and Bolivia adopted and* sealed 
with a k iss today a preliminary 
accord to end the century -old 
territorial fig ht over the almost- 
worthless Gran Chaco border 
area. 
The ag reement m ust now be 
submitted to the two g overn­ 
ments for final approval, where­ 
after mediators of six countries, 
who have tried since 1935 to 
k eep Bolivia and Parag uay from 
warring ag ain over the “Green 
Hell,” hope a final treaty can be 
sig ned in five or six day s. ^ 
The accord is to determine 
the Bolivia-Parag uay boundary 
throug h arbitration by presidents 
of six American countries or 
their representatives. 
The precise formula of thé 
ag reement was withheld pending 
formal approval of the two g ov­ 
ernments, but information from 
reliable 
sources inaicated its 
main part was th at Bolivia and 
Paraquay ag reed a zone vary ing 
from 12 to 50 miles throug h the 
Gran Chaco was subject to ar­ 
bitration. 
After the initialling ceremony , 
which followed a three and a 
half hour session of the Chacó 
peace conference in the foreig n 
office here, 76-y ear-old Foreig n 
Minister Eduardo Diez Deme- 
dina of Bolivia and Parag uay an 
Foreig n Minister Cecilio Baez 
embraced warmly . 
Spruille Braden of New York , 
United 
States representative, 
and deleg ates of Arg entina, Bra­ 
zil, Chile, Peru and Ürag uay , al­ 
so put their initials on the doc­ 
ument. 
There were joy ous handshak es 
and back slapping s all around. 
Then a communique was issued 
say ing , “the peace conference 
submitted a proposal for direct 
settlement and equitable arbi­ 
tration which the foreig n min­ 
isters of both countries accepted 
and sig ned with the pledg e to 
submit it to 
their respective 
g overnments and ask them for 
complete approval in order to 
proceed as soon as possible with 
h e sig ning of the treaty of 
>eace 
and 
friendship 
and 
boundary limitations.” 
In a war over the Gran Chaco 
—about the size of Arizona — in 
19 32-19 35, Bolivia 
a n d Para­ 
g uay lost an estimated 100,000 
men by bullets, fever, thirst, 
sunstrok e and snak ebite. When 
a truce finally was sig ned, Para­ 
g uay was left in possession of 
most of the area — well over 50,- 
000 square miles. Since then the

Ho pkins said an “ unnamed 
friend” o f Barkley had supplied 
the bags to a general sto re acro ss 
the street fro m the WPA co m­ 
mo dities distributio n center in 
Ismdo n, Ky ., where “ they were 
handed o ut to any o ne who asked 
fo r them to be used far any pur­ 
po se that they might see fit to 
put them.” 
-This administratio n has had 
no co nnectio n with the matter 
and was and is in no way inter­ 
ested,” he wro te.

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HIDDEN TAXES 
Occasion ally you hear an argumen t between 
two person s con cern in g d irect taxes an d in d irect 
taxes. You may hear opin ion s expressed either 
way. For example, on e man may con ten d that 
the in d irect tax spread s the burd en of taxation 
an d relieves real estate. An other may argue that 
the in d irect tax is the hid d en tax an d that there 
are n o limitation s to be placed upon it: 
In a stud y of hid d en taxes, it is revealed that 
the hid d en or in d irect tax d |gg far more d eeply 
in to the pocket of the man in the street than 
most people imagin e —an d that it has become 
worse d urin g the last few years than ever before 
in the history of the coun try. 
For example, when you get up in the morn in g 
you have slept between sheets the tax on which 
took 4c a poun d out of your pocket. When you 
turn on the electric light you pay a tax of 3% 
of its cost. Your tooth powd er is taxed at the 
rate of 5% an d the soap that you use to wash 
your han d s an d face —if you wash them —is 
taxed at the rate of 3%. 
Wien you sit d own at the breakfast table an d 
begin to eat your toast perhaps it won ’t taste 
quite so well if you remember that there are 58 
taxes on it that you are payin g. The tax on bread 
is more than the wages of the men who make 
an d sell it. There are 38 taxes that you pay on 
ypur meat, 32 on your can n ed food , an d 45 taxes 
on your sugar. Your tax on milk is l^ e per 
quart. Your tax on bacon is 8l/2c a poun d , an d 
your tax on fran kfurters that you use to make 


your picn ic hotd og san d wiches total 7V2c per 
poun d . 
When you d rive your car to work you are pay« 
in g 345 taxes. You are taxed 27 times on the 
purchase of your car in various ways, 201 times 
on the oil an d gasolin e you burn , 117 times on 
the up-keep of your car an d 4 out of every 14 
gallon s of gas that you buy go to pay taxes. 
If you pay $5 for a pair of shoes the average tax 
is 98c. If you pay $4 for a pair of shoes your tax 
is 78c. If you are fortun ate en ough to be able 
to afford a $35 suit of clothes, the purchase price 
in clud es 63 taxes an d takes $6.88 out of your 
pocket. If your wife pays $8 for a d ress she pays 
47 taxes totalin g $1.47. You paid a tax of 59c on 
that $3 hat you bought two years ago — an d you 
were taxed again when you had it clean ed at the 
begin n in g of an other season . When your wife 
buys a 60c pair of hose, 12c of it goes for tax. 
Even when you d ie you can ’t get away from It. 
Your estate pays 175 d ifferen t taxes on your fu­ 
n eral— in ad d ition to the in heritan ce tax on 
your estate — if an y. 
This tax busin ess is somethin g for all of us to 
thin k about. When you argue for n ew taxes to 
spread the tax burd en an d red uce the taxes on 
real estate, just remember that it is quite likely 
that you are arguin g for a tax that may be an 
ad d ition al tax rather than a substitute. 
We n eed an ad min istration that will brin g some 
of these taxes out in the open where we can see 
them. An d we n eed an ad min istration that-will 
elimin ate a lot of them an d cut out what the 
trappers (who hun ted for furs in these mid d le 
western forests before taxes were collected ) called 
“fooferaw.”

Life In the Old Glacier 
Philip S. Smith, head of the 
Alaskan d ivision of the Survey, 
who told us about Mr. Ran ta an d 
Mr. Moffitt, is a white-haired but 
hard y-lookin g en gin eer. En gin ­ 
eers can 't talk without maps an d 
before he fin ished with us his 
d esk was stacked with them. 
Man y big glaciers, such as the 
Men d en hall, are alon g the sea- 
coast on the southern sid e of 
Alaska n ear where it join s Can ­ 
ad a. Yet without an y hesitation , 
Mr. Smith took us in lan d to the 
Black Rapid s glacier. 
It is a sort of pet of the d i­ 
vision . In 1935 it sud d en ly broke 
in to the head lin es by slid in g 
through the gorge at the rate of 
several hun d red feet a d ay. Mr. 
Ran ta visited it an d d ispelled 
an y fear of harm.
